Though the reported, proceeding* of 
thla ease are 10 valumbnui, and the 
trial wai to rxtrrdingly pmtracied, iti 
mam facta may be stated in lew wordi. 

Whilit Mr. Thcuh Daim*, who had 
tetired from btiiineia ivith an opulent fur- 
tune, wtu on a riill lo his native country, 
shout nine yean aijoj the lale Dr. Ou- 
11. a, then Professor of Botany in the 
University of Edinburgh, placed uiJ.ii 
band* the turn of ten thauund ponndi, 
to lie invested in mortgage in this colony 
at an interest of ten per cent, pec aiiiiuin. 
He leturneil to Sydney iu IB40; aud, 
almoit immediately after his arrival, 
lent tf6<MO of ihis money to hit 
brother Jiuict, on the lecority of a 
portion uf the Castle Forbes eitale. 
It is important to un iertlanti that at the 
moireiit vrhen ihii cnortgagc was effected, 
the iiiunetary slTail's of tha colony were 
on the eve of the moat tremendous revul- 
sion ever experienced in thla part of the 
world. Up to that period, the whole coun- 
try had for some lime appeared to be in a 
.late of the lughesl prosperity, and parti of 
the Castle Forbes l stale had been recently 
sold at enormotLi prices , but toward* 
the close of 1(140, njatt ajttr the date of 
(he moTlgagr, symptoms of a leaction be- 
gan to show themselves ; in 1811 the 
symptoms grew more and more serf .ua 
in 1842 they became alarming; and in 
1 843 the disorder rticbed its Criaii.

lereat. Whether Ihe verdict was a jutl 
one— whether it wta sustained by a full 
and fair considecalion of all [lie fact* eli- 
cited by the evidence— is a queiliun 
taliich we have nt ither lime □ r apace tu 
fro into at the length which an earreal 
discumun flf it would recjuire. We must 
content ourselves with a glance at thr c&t- 
dinnl jioititi, no J wiih a alateiaeul of ge- 
neral impression*.
